Citil War Ended iji VwIMimul. — Pence 
has been restored in Venezuela. The govern- 
ment troops having been defeated and com- 
pelled to capitulate in the province of tJoro, 
the partisan leaders were emboldened to attack 
in force a governmeut outpost at Kl Valle, 
near Caraccas, on the 19th of Ap.il, where 
they Buffered a defeat and were repulsed, fall- 
ing back to Coche, where their General, 
Guzman Blanco, has established his headquar- 
ter*. After this affair it came to be understood 
that the federal leader was anxious to be the 
mediator for peace between his own general- 
iu-cbicf and the government of General Para, 
and at the suggestion of the French and Eng- 
lish charge d'affaires a meeting was arranged 
between him and certain officers of the gov- 
ernmeut. The result of this meeting was the 
immediate cessation of hostilities and a pre- 
liminary agreement of peace, which has since 
assumed ti e dignity of a "treaty," ratified by 
the Council of State, and transmitted for the 
approbation of General Fa loon, who confirm- 
ed it, and the war ends. 



What di Waktbd.— General Rosecrans was 
reviewing Brigadier-General NtLion's old di- 
vision. He took unusual interest in that band 
of veterans who so long and so nobly had 
defended ihtir country. -He rode alone be- 
tween their ranks, talking to the men and 
inquiring into their individual wants. Some 
wanted shoes, blankets, some an increase of 
rations, lie. Finally, the General stopped la 
front of an Irishman, apparently well pleased 
with his soldierly appearance. "Well, Pat,"

•Experiments in gunnery have be»n 
nif.king lor several months at the Washington 
navy yard; hut the most powerful gun tested 
recently is that of Mr. Atwater, of Chicago, 
Illinois. It is a rifled eighty pounder, and 
threw a llotchkiss shell nineteen hundred 
ya:ds, the degree of elevation being 3 deg. 25 
min. At 5 degrees the shot made the aston- 
ishing flight of twenty-eight hundred yards- 
nine hundred yards greater distance than the 
Armstrong gun accomplishes, the degree o 
elevation being equal. The additiou.il velocity 
is acquired by the application of a principle 
which relieves the atmospheric pressure in 
front of the- t all. 



tfiy* Greet Britain is making another effort 
to intrude herself on South American soil. 
The National Convention of the United States 
of Colombia, convoked at Rio Negro by Gen. 
Moequern, made a formal protest on the 30th 
of March against the reported plan of cession, 
to European pnrchasers, of Tenezuolian 
Guiana, and of an undivided district between 
New Granada and Ecuador. This i3 a subject 
of mutual interest to all the American Repub- 
lic?, and especially to New Oranada (now 
called "The United States of Colombia"), as 
it relates to the integrity of the territory of the 
o'd Ri public of Colombia. 

Sk.ntkxcio to na Hear.. — The murderer of 
the Warden of the Maine State prison was lu- 
dietid for the murder on Monday las', brought 
before the Supreme Court on Tuesday, and ar- 
raigned, and when asked what he had to sny 
to the indictment, he, after somo hesitation, 
plead guilty, and sentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon him by the Court. The mur- 
deier manifested no emotion, and, after sen- 
tence, was remanded to prison to un lergo sol- 
itary confinement until the day of execution.

TV '-AST or Till! O'Connells. — Dr. Mc- 
KenzieV^osantly gossips in the Philadelphia 
Press as to the O'Connell family. Hi siys 
in 1847, the year when Daniel O'Connell died, 
fwe of his name and family were members of 
the House of Commons. "Tho Liberator" (as 
he loved to be called) was member for Cork 
county. His eldest son, Maurice, sat for the 
borough of Tralee; John, said to have been 
bis favorite child, and certainly the only one 
among them who had decided ability, was 
member for the town of Kilkenny; and the 
younger Daniel sat for the borough of Dun- 
dalk. Moreover, his nephew, Morgan John 
O'Connell, represented the county of Kerry — 
this last was a gallant and social gentleman, 
who, had he not been overshadowed by the 
greatness of his powerful and gifted relative, 
might have distinguished himself in Parlia- 
ment. Soon after the Liberator's death he 
retired from Parliament, took to the practice 
of the profession, and is now a barrister, re- 
siding in London, with a fair share of circuit, 
common law, and parliamentary practice. Of 
the Eons, Maurice died in 1853; John, after 
promising "to die on the lloor of the House,' 
and resisting the men and movement of 1848, 
quietly slided out of Parliament, on tho death 
of his brother-in-law, Nicholas Fitzsimon, 
and into a fat sinecure of $10,000 a year, 
which such death had made vacant, and, after 
a comparatively short time as a placeman, 
passed away into the world of shadows, 
Unwept, unhonored, and unsung. 

Of O'Connell's sons, his namesake Daniel is 
fourth and youngest. Be is now about forty- 
fire years old. In 1811, soon after he had 
come of age, he was an unsuccessful candi- 
date for the parliamentary representation of 
the county Carlow. Ho was elected member 
for Dundalk in August, 1840, but among the 
"chops and changes," at the general election 
in the summer of 18 17, was this young man's 
transfer to the city of Waterford, which he 
continued to repiesent only until April, 1818, 
being ousted on petition. Devoting himself 
to field sperts ar.d yachting, he remained out 
of Parliament until July, 1853, when the death 
of his brother Maurice caused a vacancy for 
the borough of Tralee, into which, as if by 
hereditary succession, the junior Daniel 
stepped, and has represented it ever since. 
It is singular that Tralee, with a population 
of over 11,000, should have been represented 
from 1832 to 1803 by two O'Connells, Maurice 
r.nd Daniel, neither of whom had any property 
connection with it. To be sure, out of 11,303 
inhabitants, that town has only 241 registered 
electors. Tralee, however, is the capital of 
Dan. O'Connell's own "kingdom of Kerry," 
and his name retained the old influence therein 
up to the present time. 

The younger Daniel, literally the lost of the 
great O'Connell's sons, was a quiet, decent, 
semewbat brusque, very genial, and particu- 
larly silent member of Parliament. While his 
father lived, he voted with Aim, and since then 
has generally supported the Whigs, — the men 
whom, in November, 1834, the Liberator had 
publicly denounced as "base, bloody, and bru- 
tal." He bad no liking for Lord John Russell, 
who had so ostentatiously ridiculed the cere- 
monials of the Catholic religion, but generally 
voted with Lord I'almerston. Verily, he has 
received his reward. On the 8th of May, just 
before public business had commenced in the 
House of Commons, Mr. Brand, who is "whip- 
per-in" to the Palmerston Ministry, moved for 
"a new writ for the borough of Tralee, in 
place of Captain Daniel O'Connell, who has 
accepted the office of steward of her Majesty's 
manor of Northstead." 

We need scarcely mention, so thoroughly 
are English matters now known in this coun- 
try, that a member of tho British House of 
Ce rumens loses hie seat on acceptance of an 
effice under the Crown, but is eligible to re- 
election in most cases ; not in all, as there are 
some offices, chiefly judicial, the occupancy of 
whicli is incompatible with a seat in Parlia- 
ment. Whenever a member desires to retire 
frt ra the House of Commons, he cannot vacate 
his seat by resignation, but must accept the 
effice of steward of the three Chiltern Hun- 
dreds, or of the manor of East Hundred, 
Nortbsteffd or Hrmpholme, or the estimator of 
MnDster. The salary of any of these offices 
is nominally ouly forty shillings a year, but 
the member accrpting one of them resigns 
cfter leaving Parliament. 

Mr. Daniel O'Connell, a needy man with 
some taste for expense (yachting and hunting 
being costly pleasure), took care, however, 
not to leave Parliament on a paltry and nom- 
inal stewardship of a place so small that we 
have vainly searched for its name in several 
Gazetteers. It appears that a certain Mr. 
Bonbam, Special Commissioner of Income 
Tex, lately died, and the last of the O'Con- 
nells has got into his place. Peel gave the 
Ccmmissionership to his adherent, Bonham, 
nnd Palmerston bos now given it to his fol- 
lower, O'Connell. The office is respectable 
and sufficiently lucrative ($3,000 a year) for 
moderate ambition, but the curious point is 
that the great Parliament sept cf O'Connell 
etould decline into such a finale. The Times 
says, with as much sarcaotu as truth, "This is 
the descent of the dust of Alexander to stop a 
barrel." O'Connell's forty-seven-years' war 
against the Union to end in his only surviving 
Eon leaving Parliament to become Assessor of 
Taxes for the Saxon misgovernors! Atone 
time, O'Connell himself was offered tho Mas- 
teiship of the Rolls, the second highest judi- 
cial office in Ireland, anl compatible with a 
scat in Parliament, and, though a needy 
man (despite of "The Rent,' ) rejected it. Ba^ 
one son gladly accepted a fit sinecure in Dub- 
lin, while the other settles down for life into a 
well-paid Commi?;?ionership in Londos. So 
dies out the political name of O'Connell, once 
a mighty power in Parliament. 

We perceive, by the (Belfast) Northern 
Whig, of May 13tb, that Capt. Daniel O'Con- 
aellgave a quid pro quo for his commissioaer- 
sbip. Mr. Thomas O'Hagan, the Attorney 
General for Ireland, is not in Parliament, 
which is a prr.ctical inconvenience. It was 
expected that the influence of Capt O'Connell 
would be sufficient to secure Mr. O'Hagan's 
election, without any difficulty. Indeed, he 
h>s the support of the Catholic Bishop of 
Keiry and the local clergy of the town and 
district. But Mr. Verckcr, the Tory Lord 
Maj or of Dublin, also anxious to be in Par- 
liement, opposed Sr. O'Hagan, backed up 
by the well known, able, and eloquent Father 
Lavelle, who desired Hffl defeat of Palmer- 
ston's Dcminee. One Captain Knox, of th? 
Irish Times, also wished to be a candidate. 
So did Mr. Howard, a high Tory and a nephew 
of the Bar] of Wicklow. Finally, so did Mr. 
Denny, whose elder brother is "lord of the 
soil" of Tralee. In the end, all withdrew in 
favor of Palmerston's law-officer, so that 
Daniel O'Connell gave "value received" fjr 
his sinecure.

My lost communication was necessarily 
mailed in haste, and, as opportunities for send- 
ing mail matter northward are scarce, we 
dally very little with hesitation. 

My duties do not permit me to give yqur read- 
ers as general and comprehensive a description 
of the Vicksburg siege as 1 would like to, and to 
the extent that the important movement de- 
mands; still, by adding many little bits of in- 
formation together, the reader will get a gen- 
eral idea of the whole. To no one professional 
correspondent of Gotham's famous journals 
could I recommend my most intimate friend 
fcr a faithful and general digest of the deed* 
and movements of a large army, because man 
is t ot an omnipresent being; be therefore must 
retail hearsay to a great extent when giving a 
general account of auy large battle. With 
these preparatory rema-ks and an apology, 
I'll speak of the continuance of the 
great siB<:a or TICKSIIURII. 

On the I9th of May, Gen. Grant's lines were 
completed in the rear of Vicksburg — not per- 
fectly so, but initiatory to an assault or siege 
as the case might demand. 

His lines exteud from Warrcnton to Haines' 
Bluffs, nearly 20 miles in extent! The gene- 
tal direction is from northeast to soul nv est, 
A complete chain of forts autl breastworks 
extends along the whole line, each fort com- 
municating with the others — art assisting na- 
ture in this extensive and formidable work. 
Many of the forts are partly constructed with 
cotton bales, mostly covered with earth. 
Those which I have particularly examined 
( through a field glass) huve a ditch ten feet 
wide and from six to eight feet deep. 

By this brief description of the enemy's 
situation the reader can partially comprehend 
the work we have before us. I omitted to 
slate that the enemy's position and chain of 
foi ts are more elevated generally than any posi- 
tion we can command. The country is much 
broken and is partially covered with trees and 
biush wood. 

Yeste rday but little was done on either side; 
still our forces kept good the ground aircaly 
gained. 

By general order an acsault is to be made at 
10 o clock this morning along tho whole line. 
Our division (the 10th and 13th army corps, 
General A. J. Smith commanding, General 
S. G. Burbridge commanding 1st brigade, 
and Colonel W.J. Landrum commanding the 
2d brigade), occupies a position on the main 
WBgon road leading from Big Black to the 
city, on the right of the railroad. The cupo- 
la of the Courthouse is visible and is directly 
in our front. It will thus be seeu that the loth 
dn ision occupies a position directly in rear 
of li e city, and being on the main road, it is 
reasonable to suppose that the works in our 
fiont are stronger and more fully garrisoned 
tban other points, consequently we anticipate 
close and heavy work before us. 

At t A. M. I took my position on a large 
cotton gin, and with a field-glass closely 
watched the movements of both Armies. My 
range covered seien forts, extending probably 
three miles. Our artillery opened fire on the 
enemy at daybreak, but elicited no reply 
whatever of any kind. By 9 o'clock the thun- 
dering of artillery was terrific. An estimate 
was made by a gentlemen present that we 
fired a gun every second — three thoujan l six 
hundred in one hour! Closely did 1 watch 
the four forts nearest to me, and not one of 
the enemy lid I see for over one hour. Nei- 
ther could I discoverauything to warranta be- 
lief that those forts were garrisoned until 10 
o'clctk. I then discovered a gun slowly run 
out through the embrasure, and as slowly 
moved from one angle to the other, then it 
rested in position, pointing directly towards 
the building I was stationed in. 

Al 15 minutes past 10 the troops of General 
Carr, General A. J. Smith and General Mc- 
Pherson, moved forward. Every one present 
scarcely breathed, and not a word was spo- 
ken for full three minutes among the non- 
ccmbntants surrounding me. 

N. B. I only speak of the assault of troap3 
within the range of my look-out. 

That terrible and thrilling word "Forward" 
was at last given, and the aforcuamed com- 
mands moved on — some to death, some to dis- 
tress, but none to victory ! It was not a de- 
feat, but a repulse — a slaughter limited to a 
certain point. It was almost certain death to 
those who passed the Rubicon, a position simi- 
lar to that of Napoleon at the Bridge of 
Lodi; not on so large a scale, but the 
same in spirit and determination. Where, 
but a few moments before, not a single 
ene my was to be seen, now thousands 
appeared, each with a missile Of death to an- 
nihilate the besiegers. If human sympathy 
could have throwu a shield around those brave 
men, then not one would have perished, but 
there rose up the altar, aud victims hurried on 
to effer tht mselves up a sacrifice tor naelr be- 
loved^country and liberty. In this Ljthean 
valley of death, Indiana's brave sons were the 
bercer — aye, martyrs of freedom. 

Fifty athletic, daring, courageous men of 
the lHih Indiana infantry braved the storm of 
bullets and plunged into the ditch surrounding 
the foil, hoping that some arenue might 
speedily be opened up whereby they could 
gain tin entrance; but, alas! too deep and too 
wide was their prison house either to advance 
or retreat. The enemy, perceiving their criti- 
cal situation, lighted shells and tosaed them 
outside to roll down in their midst. They 
dare not come out to fire on them like men, as 
ninny a Hoositr eye wa3 glancing along his 
faithlul musket watching aud waiting to see 
a rebel head above the parapet. Bales of cot- 
ton were tumbled on to their devoted heals, 
and every device in their power aud ingenu- 
ity was practised to crush out that immorUl 
band of patriots. But it was not lou,' they 
were left thus to perish one by one, for Yau- 
kee skill was near, as well as faithful frieoda. 
Picks and spades, wielded by stout hearts 
and strong arms, soon cut a channel through 
the en st and delivered the forlorn hope, 
midst the plaudits of their brother 3o!diera. 
This noble work was accomplished by the 
leth Indiana. As they were retiring, the 
butternuts swarmed out with fixed bayonets 
to capture theiu, but Col. Luca3, of tha 10th 
Indiana ( w ho, by the way, hod bten thrice 
wounded), ordered his men up with fixed bay- 
onets, and yelled out to the rebels, ' Coma on, 

you d d cowards — we're ready for you!" 

It is needless lo add that they didn't "come 
od." As Orpheu3 remarked, they made a for- 
ward movement to the rear— much rescmblin* 
a double quick. 

From officers and men with whom I have 
conversed, all unite in saying that men never 
behaved with more coolness and bravery than 
those assaulted did under that galling fire, 
when charging on the fort. General Benton 
(oi Carr's division) wa3 one of the bravest, but 
not a whit behind him was Gen. Burbridge — 
the fightivg Kentucky General. The latter 
is cut only a literal fighting officer, but an 
cvciy day laborer. He spends til's mo^t of his 
lime and energies in the extreme front, post- 
ing himself thoroughly in regard to his position. 
He has a penc hant lor artillery, and I have been 
told by those who are tine artillerists that he 
made some of the bestshotson the whole hue. 
I know of no man who is more zealous in the 
cause tban is our popular Gen. B. 

Gen. Hovey has made his mark, as also has 
Osterhaus; hut I must cease, for wo have 
so many good fighting-stard-np-to-the-mark 
Gecetals that should 1 attempt to give all 
the-r just deserts (ou fouls-cap) it would be a 
greater task than 1 couid accomplish before 
mail time, • . pardon this digression. 

But to return to the charge. All the line 
rot Advancing at the hour set left the enemy 
free to reinforce at points that wero attacked, 
find, in conjunction with forts, breast- works, 
and riflepits, is it Elrange that we were re- 
pulted? The movement was quickly made 
and ef quickly decided. Our troops were 
drawn back in good order under cJver only 
ubcutJOO yards (the gauntlet), and all was 
comparatively quiet again. To a visitor just 
ni riving on the battle-field, it might not ap- 
pear very quiet, but the reader must remember 
the romfsrison — picket tiring V3 assaulting, 
pitching in. ate. 

The 1st brigade went into the fisht with 
but about 900 men, and came out minus 1ST 
killed and wounded. Only 22 shot dead, but 
it ip quite probable that this number will be 
double d frcm the effects of severe wounds. 

The 2d brigade went in with about 2,000, 
but met with a! out. th? same loss. A rough 
estimate gives this day's loss at 2,200 men 
kil'rd and wounded. 

The gun and mortar boats are doing good 
execution in shelling the city from the front 
A citizen from the city brings information 
that their city is being sadly cut up — great 
shells crashing down through fine houses, and 
many women and children have perished. 

Near YicKsr.rne;, May 23, 1863. 
Our pickets occupied their former position 
last night, and everything passed off quietly 
along our lines. Not so with the enemy in the 
city ar.d our navy — for shells were exploding 
over their rebellious heads. 

Rumor says that Johnston is near Big Black, 
at the Railroad crossing, with 10,0"i) men to cut 
off our communications and harass our rear; 
a'eo, that Bragg is coming down "like a wolf 
cn the fold I" The latter is not believed at 
ell, n bile the former is quits probable. Still, 
we do not iear for our communications at all, 
nor sny serious harm from him in any way. One 
division ond two batteries were ssut out to 
Big Black bridge to reconnoitre in force, and 
learn the facts in season. Everything is at 
rbout the same ebb and flow as usual, as far as 
we know.* Our artillery keeps up a moderate 
practice, so as not to loose the range, aud to 
keep the er.emy from repairing br(e)ea«hes in 
the day time. 

Sabdatii, U.'j 24, 18G3. 
Our lines remain unchanged, save in some 
trifling particulars. Oap'ured a prisoner this 
rrorning just out of Vicksburg. Upon search- 
ing him a very important document w as foaad 



on his person for Gen. Johnston! The p-.irport 
of it was that he (Johcston) must speedily 
reinforce them or attack our rear, or they 
would have to surrender; that our shells were 
cutting them all in mince meat! 

This does not Hatter our vanity much, nor 
blind us to our duties, for it is possible such a 
document may have been prepared for the oc- 
casion in order to have us rush headlong to 
destruction on the impulse of the moment. 
We don't sell out here as cheap as that' Per- 
haps such a bargain would drive better down 
East? 

Moderate artillery practice to-day, but 
nothing exciting. Forage for animals is be- 
coming scarce, still we are not suffering. Cor- 
poral Jeffs Missipp. country is doing a 
Samaritan deed by feeding this great army, 
for which he has our most pious regards. 
Though unhidden guests, we are strenuously 
endeavoring to make ourselves well-tomei 

Nothing but desultory picket and artillery 
firirg all day. Several deposits have been 
found in the canebrake and pits — consist- 
ing principally of "try goots," which proved 
vi i v acceptable to soldiers who have been so 
busy fighting and marching fjr the last three 
weeks that but little washing has been done. 
The consequence is gray backs command a 
higher premium than green backs! This re- 
minds me of an anecdote. _ 

An officer was riding along, when, at a turn 
in the road, he suddenly came upon a soldier 
in a nude state, searching very intently for 
something on his shirt. The offi cer halted and 
asked, "Got lleas, soldier?" ' Fleas, hell! nn! 
Do you take me for a damned dog? I/ice! sir, 
big enough to plough with!" TheMajor sloped. 
Therefore clean shirts are a luxury. 

It is 11 P. M. The enemy is all in bustle. 
Picket firing is general all along the line, but 
not rapid. Wagons and horsemen are moving 
toward the right. Our picket lines are being 
strengthened, and messengers posted to give 
the alarm should an attack be made. The 
night is cool and windy, but not cloudy, still 
it is quite dark in the ravines and valleys, as 
most of them are timbered.

It would be foolish for me to attempt to an- 
swer any nr.onjmous scribbler who endeavors 
through the columns of the Democrat to vilify 
the delegates to the Congressional Convention, 
which met in Lebanon on the 20th ult. Such 
anonymous letter-writers are generally no- 
body's men, who have lost all individual influ- 
ence, ond who have been and are unsuccessful 
demagogues — men who put their ears in their 
ceps, and draw a lion's skin over their shaggy 
selves to deceive — men who do not dare own 
that they have a name, and not unfrequently 
men connected with a party whose tenets are 
in opposition to the teachings of that party 
which they vilify. No doubt it is bettter to 
let such scribblers rest in peace. Aud were it 
not to explain a seeming inconsistency in 
some of the statements in my report as secre- 
tary of the convention, I should treat "Histo- 
ry' with that silent contempt due to a m in 
who makes statements directly false, aud who 
fears to attach his name to his communica- 
tion. "Smith," who was discovered to bo a 
resident of a town some distance from Leba- 
non, has very wisely drawn in his head, and if 
I mistake not, "History" had better not have 
wiitten his article evincing, as it does, such 
miserable weakness, and such potty dema- 
gogism. 

D« charges, in the first place, that I am a 
Kcow-Nolhing.

But one man ffos spoken of as a candi- 
date before the convention against Mr. Hard- 
ing, and that man Hon J. P. Barbour. 

"History" attempts to say thatt'ais Conven- 
tion is trying to rule the people. The fact of 
the case is, the people ruled the Convention, 
ai:d "History," if he is not intentionally blind, 
knows it. Adair county positively instructed 
her delegates to go for Harding, — .-o did Tay- 
lor,Green,Lnrue, Anderson, Shelby, and Casey.

— Yer- 
terday morning about halt-past ten o djck a 
terrible explosion occurred in a dwelling- 
house situated on the west side of the Bluff 
road, about half way between the corporation 
lire and the toll-house. The building was oc- 
cupied partly as a reaidence and partly as a 
private arsenal. It was an old frame, contain- 
ing two front rooms and a kitchen. Ths ex- 
plosion is said to have been caused by tha ac- 
cidental bursting of a keg of cartridges, but 
Low the powder became ignited is a mystery 
that none ot the operatives are able to solve. 

When the sad accident occurred, Miss Su9an 
Euricb and Miss Levy Herrold were standing 
Dot far fsoin where Mr. Heider was at work. 
The other girls were fuither off aud escaped 
without injury. The exploding powder set 
the clothing of the two young ladies named on 
fire, causing their bodies, faces, and hair to be 
badly burned. Miss Herrold is the worst 
burned of the two. Her arm?, face, hair, in 
fact her whole body was burned in such a 
manner as to leave "but little hope for her re- 
covery. Miss Eurich is not so much iajured, 
though her arms and a portion of her body 
are so severely burned as to make her condi- 
tion a very critical one. These young ladies 
were removed to the honss of .Mrs. Kurich, 
who lives near by, and physicians sent for, 
who rendered all the relief that medical skill 
could bring to bear. The falling timbers fell 
ujon Mrs. Strouse, cutting her bead terribly. 
A deep gash was made over the right eye, 
clear over to the back part of the head. Two 
other wounds wero received, one under the 
right eve nnd one on the right fore arm. 

Mr. Hi ider was seen to run fron the bousJ 
by one of the girls as she was crawling from 
utder tho ruins, and to take down the hill- 
side in the direction of the caDal. From her 
description of his condition it was evident 
that he had, also, been burned, and had prob- 
ably run toward the water for relief. Seirch 
was made up and down the border of a m ir-li 
running along near the canal, but no trace 
could be found of him until one o'clock in the 
afternoon, when his body was discovered in 
the canal nearly a quarter of a mile from the 
scene of the explosion. He bad been so badly 
burred its to become bewildered, and had run 
into the canal, and when found almost his 
whole body was immersed in the water. An 
examination of the body proved that he had 
teen either burned sj badly as to produce 
death, or had been drowned. His remains 
wero taken to undertaker Long's, where aa 
inquest was held by Coroner Aired.

AN ORDINANCE 
Establishing and regulating the Police Depart- 
ment of the city of Louisville. 

Sec 1. Be it ordained hy the General Coun- 
cil of the city of Louisville, That the Police' 
Department of Said city shall consist of a Chief 
of Police, a Clerk of Police, who shall ahso be 
clerk to the Mayor, sixteen Day Policemen, 
thivty-eix Night' l'olicemou, and twelve Su- 
pcrrnmeritry Policemen. 

Sec. 2 The General Council shall, in the 
month ot March of each year, elect the Day 
and Night Watchmen aud Supernumeraries 
provided for in the 1st section of this ordinance 
(«ith this provision, however, that the police- 
mi n to be elected uutil the month of March, 
18C4, in consequence of the recent formation 
of flie Eleventh Ward, may be hereafter elect- 
ed at such time as the General Couucil may 
determine). And the policemen thus elected 
shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of 
their offices within five days from the date of 
thiir electicn; but, before so doing, shall exe- 
cute a bond to the city in the penalty of $2,ui», 
with approved surely, for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties. 

Sec. 3. The Mayor shall, in the month of 
June, 18C3, and in the same month every year 
thereafter, nominate and, by and with the 
consent of the General Council, appoint a 
Chief and Clerk of Police, who shall hold office 
for one year from the date of their appoint- 
ment, and until their successors are appointed 
and qualified, and shall receive such compen- 
s-ation as the General Couucil may by or- 
dinance provide. 

Sec. a. Tha Chief of Police shall district the 
city into such number of Police Districts as 
may be required, and report the same to the 
Ge neral Council tor approval; and he shall as- 
sign for duty in each district such number of 
policemen as he may think the service requires. 

Sec. 5. The Chief of Police shall have power 
to appoint from the regular policemen, ons to 
seive in tho Eastern and one in the Western 
District of the city, as Lieutenauts of Police. 

Sec. 6. Vacancies in the office of policeman 
shall be filled by appointment of the Mayor, 
subject to the approval of the General Council. 

Sec. 7. The regular policemen shall receive 
for their services, whilst on duty, such com- 
pensation as the General Council may by or- 
didance provide; aud supernumeraries shall 
receive tho same compensation whilst on duty 
as is allowed to regular policemen ; but neither 
shall tective any compensation when not on 
duty. 

Sec. 8. The Clerk of Police shall report 
monthly to the Auditor, to bo laid by him 
before the General Council for approval, 
the sums due the previous month for police 
service, including the salaries of po'.icemen and 
supernumeraries, and he shall perform such 
other services as the Mayor may require. 

Sec. 9. The Chief and Clerk of Police ap- 
pointed, and Policemen elected, under this 
ordinance, shall, before entering upon the dis- 
charpeof their duties, take the oath prescribed 
for other city officers, and shall also take an 
oath to suppor' ths Constitution and Govern- 
ment of the United States, and be true and 
loyal citizens of the same. 

Sec. 10. The Mayor shall have power, for 
causes satisfactory to him. to remove from of- 
fice the Chiet or Clerk of Police, or any of the 
Policemen of this city; and, on such removal, 
it shall bo the duty of the Mayor to make 
known to the (ieneral Council the facts of such 
removal by him. 

Sec. II. No regular Policeman Ehall absent 
himsilf from duty without first notifying the 
Mayor or, in his absence, the Chief of Police, 
who stall appoint one of the Supernumeraries 
to supply his place in his absence, and said reg- 
ular policeman shall receive no compensation 
during his absence; and supernumeraries shall 
only be placed on duty during the absence or 
inability of the regular policeman to perform 
clulv, but said supernumeraries shall have au- 
thority lo wake arrests wheu off of duty. 
Provieled, however, that the Chief of Police 
rcuy place upon duty any or all of the super- 
numery watchmen in cases of public necessity, 
and rejort their names, services, and the ex- 
iting exigencies to the General Council at 
their regular meetings. And, whenever the 
services of a supernumerary shall be required 
in any ward, the supernumerary of that ward 
shall be there put on duly, whenever possible. 

Sec. 12. The policeme n provided for in the 
1st section of Ibis ordinance shall be elected 
ou joint ballot by the General Council as fol- 
lows, viz: ote dsy and two night watchmen 
for each ward, one day watchman for Port- 
land, and four day watchmen for the city at 
large, aid two night watchmen tor Portland, 
oiie for Shippingport, one for California, two 
for Smoketonn, and two for the Point, and 
Eix for ibe city at large, and twelve supernu- 
meraries for the city at large. 

Sec. 13. All ordinances in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed; but the policemen now 
in c ffic e, heretofore elected under the ordinance 
approved June 7, 1802, entitled "an ordinance 
establishing and regulating the Polico Dcpirt- 
rnent of the City of Louisville," shall hold 
thtir said offices agreeably to the terms of their 
election.

Cincinnaii, June 4. 

A specinl to the Commercial, dated near 
Vicksburg, May 30lh, says, a Sabbath-like 
stillness has pervaded tho camp most of the 
time for several days. On one or two occa- 
sions vigorous cannonading has been kept up 
for five or ten minutes at points where real or 
fancied movements of the enemy's forces 
wire being made, then all would subside 
again. Even the sharp-shooters would lie idle. 

Spades are once more trum;.s. We are 
erecting earthworks to protect our men, and 
mininsr to blow the face out of one or two 
prominent forts that are nearly unapproache 
able otherwise. The idea of carrying the 
place by storm seems to be abandoned, and 
the safer and surer plan of starving Gen. 
Pomberton into submission now finds favor 
everywhere. 

A deserter came into our lines this morning, 
lie represents that be was sent out by General 
Pimberton to communicate verbally with 
General Johnston and General Loring; the 
former he supposed to be between Big Black 
river and Jackson, and the latter near Port 
Gibson. He represents affairs in the city as 
growing desperate. About 18,000 effective 
men are there; two thirds are kept in fortifi- 
cations night and day and not allowed to 
leave an instant on any pretext. A detail 
each evening cook rations, consisting of thres 
quarters of a pound of meat and the same of 
corn meal per day; tho remaining ose third is 
held as a reserve to strengthen any threatened 
point at a moment's notice. 

Generals Pemberton, Lee, Reynolds, Ste- 
venson, nnd others are in the city. 

Most of the sick left the city before its in- 
vestment. Those who remain have excavated 
caves and live in them night and day. Val- 
uable merchandise of the city is also thu3 
stored, from fear of conflagration. The poor 
are generally in their houses. Over one hun- 
dred women and children hive been killed by 
our bombardment. Gunboats inflict no injury 
on the city. General Pemberton believed hi3 
rations would hold out thirty days, but urged 
General Johnston to come to his relief within 
ten days at the furthest. 

Cavalry horses have been turned loose and 
driven toward our lines owing to the lack of 
forege. This has since been confirmed. There 
was ammunition enough to last sixty days, 
with the single exception of gun caps, and 
these were scarce. All confidently expected 
superhuman efforts to be made by those oat- 
side to raise the seige. They consider -Vicks- 
1 urg the strongest place in the Confederacy. 
If we take it they will abandon all hope of 
successfully defending any Southern city. 

Gen. Blair has met no enemy in force, and 
reports of General Johnston being near are 
disbelieved ; at all events, we are prepared for 
him. A cavalry reconnoissancc three days 
ago di; covered a small force, and had one man 
killed and lour wounded. 

Gen. Banks' reinforcements are reported 
near here, but, like many camp rumors, they 
htve little foundation in fact. 

Subsistence for the army comes to Lake's 
Landing, on the Yasoo river, about 10 miles 
from the Mississippi, by transpoit, and thence 
by teams to the different army corp?. We can 
afford to await weeks or months for the bload- 
lcss victory certainly within our grasp. Thirty 
days will probably suffice. However, if 
General Grant were to march his army to 
the Yfzoo river and embark to-morrow, 
enough has been done within the past four 
weeks to characterize it as the most successful 
and brilliant campaign of this war East or 
West. lis conception way daring and grand, 
and its execution masteily in every particular. 
On this wing the heaviest cannonading of the 
seige was kept up without intermission nearly 
three hours. New batteries have been lately 
put in position, and 150 guns were playing on 
the city at daylight. The firing wai rapid 
beyend belief, and the reports along the whole 
line averaged one per second for minutes to- 
gether. 

The rear of the heavy si?ge gun3 was awful, 
and the earth was shaken by the concussion. 
At present, 8 A.M., there is a lull. The weath- 
er continues hot, and the roads and camps are 
uncommonly dusty. The wounded are being 
rcmcv.d to hospital boats in large numbers 
end transtorled to Memphis. All goes well 
cccEtdering tbe magnitude of opetatiou. 



CoM-MBra, O., June 3. 

Surgeon U.S. Peck, of the 3d Ohio, arrived 
h*re lo-day, direct from Richmond, Va., where 
he has been confined with other officers of the 
regiiTient, in Libby prison. He gives an in- 
teresting accevnt of the operations of Colonel 
Straight'* raid into Dixie.nnd corroborates the 
bard fighting and bravery of our forces, and 
immense inyary done to the rebels before over- 
« helmed by superior numbers and forced to 
surrender. Lieut, Reed was wounded on the 
field near Dog Gap) Ga. . 

A brisk business was done at Camp Chase 
yesterday. 2,000 paroled exchanged soldiers 
were forwarded to tb»ir regiments; about 800 
remain. The Goverrment has authorized a 
battalion to be formed of rebel prisoners at 
('amp Chase who take the oa.h of allegiance. 
45 joined to-day. 37 colored recruits from 
Chillicothe paraded the stress to-day with a 
band of music; five more from the same placer 
will go forward in a few days. 

Washinr'.'oh, June 3. 

Nothing has been received tc-day of Gen. 
Grant's operations beyoud a despatch from 
Admiral Porter giving the details of the bom- 
bardment of Vicksburg on the22dby the gun- 
boats, which concludes with the opinion that 
Gen. (irant and all his generals are confident 
of overcoming all obstacles and finally cap- 
turing the place. 

Gen. Grant's losses in killed and woanded 
are understood here to have lieen exaggerated. 

All the rebel picket lines on the Rappahan- 
nock, lately weakened, have been again sal- 
denly strengthened, thus indicating an aban- 
donment of the invasion project. Mostly gue- 
rillas, however, are in our immediate vicinity 
as near as Fairfax Court House. • 

The Richmond Sentinel says of Gen. Banks's 
movements: The telegraphic news of yester- 
day announced that Gen. Banks had crossed 
his army at Bayou Sara. His object is there- 
fore to get behind that post and carry it by a 
land attack. This movement is designed to 
finish the work initiated by Grant, and close 
the navigation of the Mississippi. 

A few days win tell th e gtory- The Yanke 
army cannot at this time of the year rcoiaiu 
long in I he rear of either place, and they mast 
both be taken hurriedly or not at all this 
year. 

Tho next news will probably be of an as- 
sault on Port Hudson. 

The statement that an exchange of prisoners 
had been entirely stopped is not true. The 
frets are that the rebel authorities have refused 
to parole for exchange officers of Col. Straight's 
command, they having been demanded by 
the Governor of Georgia under tbe recent re- 
taliation act of the rebel Congress in reference 
to negro soldiers; consequently otir Govern- 
ment will neither release) nor parole any rebel 
officers until an arrangement can be effected 
by which our officers will be paroled or ex- 
changed. 

The exchange of privates meanwhile goes 
on as usual. The statement that Gen. Hunter 
has been removed has no foundation whatever, 
as also the canard that he refused to send his 
troops to any point ordered by the Govern- 
ment. 

It is understood that Sec retary Chase does 
net coincide in the opinion entertained in some 
quarters that he has authority to continue the 
iofue of 5 20 bonds after June 1st, though the 
period of taking them at par ceases then. 

Cairo, June 3. 

The naval boat Jo Wilson arrived this morn- 
ing, having left Vicksburg on tho 30lh. 

There is a report that Banks' force of four- 
teen thousand men had joined Gen. Grant. 

The gunboat Cincinnati, recently sunk by 
the rebel batteries, is bnt partly submerged. 

The steumer Hope came up this noon with 
400 passengers, a large part of them sick and 
wounded soldiers. 

Many of the wounded officers who came to 
Memphis on the Luminary arrived here on the 
Hope. Major Evans, a rebel surgeon, wa3 a 
passenger, and for the present will remain 
here. 

The slegmer Imperial, from Memphis, ar- 
rived this evening with papers of last evening, 
but they contain no later news than that al- 
ready sent. 

A special to the Gazette, dated Walnut 
Hills, Vicksburg, May 2d, says: Deserters 
from all parts of the rebel lines state the gar- 
rison of Vicksburg at from 20,000 to 25,000 
strong, thai the trenches and forts are not re- 
lieved day or night, aud lhat they are now 
living on quarter rations of corn-bread and 
boiled 1'reEh beef. Their reserve is only one 
brigade and a half. The majority of the 
troops ure willing to surrender the city. 

General Pemberton sent some families with 
their negroes into our lines yesterday, but 
Geueral Grant sent the former hack aud kept 
the negroes to work for us. 

The guerillas have made raids at and above 
Lake Providence to run off a number of ne- 
groes. 

The gunboat Cincinnati went down and 
fought the upper water batteries to-day, aud, 
after a brilliant bombardment, became in- 
volved in an eddy and was forced to retire. 
She received several shots in her stern, aud 
soon sunk. 

Our sappers and miners are progressing suc- 
cessfully with their work of gradual approach, 
and in some places have reached within a few 
yards of the rebel works. The rebel sharp- 
shooters do not dare to fire nor tho men in the 
lifle-pits to show their heads above the works. 
Our loss in killed and wounded during the 
siege, which commenced on the 8th ult., will 
not exceed 1,800 or 2,000, the first accounts 
having been greatly exaggerated. The rebels 
may have to be starved out, but there need be 
no fears entertained of the capture of Vicks- 
Luig and its entire garrison. 

Washington, June 3. 

Richmond papers of last Monday and Tues- 
day, the 1st and 2d, have been received. 

Chattanooga, MayW. — Vallandigham is still 
at Shelbyville. He says that while as an exile 
he is confident of kind and hospitable treatment 
and consideration from the generous and hos- 
pitable, he desires to avoid all public appear- 
auce or demonstration and to live in some re- 
tired place as a retired gentleman. 

He is fully sensible that as an alien enemy 
his residence in the Confederacy is solely al- 
lowed by the generous consent of the Govern- 
ment and people until be can return home in 
safety. He is confident his character is well 
enough known to satisfy all that he is incapa- 
ble of any words or act whilst here or on his 
return to Ohio inconsistent with the relations 
he sustains toward the South during his so- 
journ among us. 

The report of Mrs. Vallandigham's insanity 
is a falsification. She wrote to her husband 
a week ego enjoining hiin not to deviate from 
his high path of duty, honor, and patriotism. 
Mr. Vallandigham after the sentence of court- 
martial was kept in close confinement. Only 
Rcsecrans' staff officers were allowed com- 
munication with him. He states that disgust 
and \ dissatisfaction ^prevail in the northwes^ 
and lhat the people will certainly rise and 
' throw off Lincoln's hated yoke. 

Xaw York, June 4. 

A Washington despatch to the Herald states 
no official information has been received here 
: in regard to any assault upon the rebel work3 
at Vicksburg by Grant, or any repulse of tho 
' ITnioo forces. It is believed that such facts, if 
so, would have been promptly communicited 
to tho military authorities, hence reports are 
discredited here. 

Officers of the Indianola who have arrived 
at Washington state that while passing through 
Montgomery, Ala , they witnessed Iheliunch- 
ii g of a rebel steamer 244 feet long, and 25 
feet beam, to be four-inch plated. 

A New Orleans letter of (.tie 27th mentions 
a report there that one cf our gunboats had 
destroyed tbe town of franklin, La., in con- 
sequence of being fir-jd upon while they were 
pessirg by guerilir^. 

Admiral Foote reccivedhisordersto-dayani 
toon leaves to eupersede Dupont. 

A Kev W**t letter of the 28th to the Times 
states that the British steamer, Dolphin, has 



been condemned, a large quantity of Enfield 
r.fle-8 and sabres having been found on board 
marked ''Hardware." 

The Spanish steamer Union has been cap- 
tured by the gunboat Huntsville off Mobile 
and brought into Key West. 

The Octorora has captured' the British steam- 
er hu(!le irom Nassau, after a long chase, dur- 
ing which the octorora kuor-ked away the 
hagie s wheel-house, pilot-house, and smoke- 
stack.

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The "sick man" of Kuropean politics 
has been reposing generally quite easily of 
late, but, having recently turned on hia side, 
his doctors eihibit considerable alarm in ref- 
erence to the symptoms. It looks as if he had 
Leen "playing possum," and, though some- 
what debilitated constitutionally, it is clear he 
has all his wits about him. During his pros- 
tration for the last five or six years, he hw 
hecn dreamily looking at the completion of 
the Suez canal, upon which France has ex- 
pended such Herculean labors and nearly com- 
pleted. But at the eleventh hour, indeed be- 
tween the very cup of success and the lip of 
Louis Napoleon, the Sultan has published an 
Order making the final completion of the work 
contingent upon certain conditions, which are 
that tbe canal shall be neutral like the Darda- 
nelles, that the forced labor system shall be 
Stopped, and that the coal company, a French 
concern, shall surrender all territorial rights 
on the banks of the canals. These conditions 
if accepted will give France an elephant for 
her share in the great distribution and place 
nn empty Bceptre in its grasp. What would 
avail the canal to France if the Sultan's per- 
mission must first be obtained to pass ves- 
sels of war through it, or such a check 
Riven to French colonization along its 
course, as the surrender of all right of 
territory on the banks, which would of ne- 
cessity exclude the few available springs 
of water in that arid country so indispensable 
to settlers, besides all the more important sup- 
plies to be used as feeders to the canal. The 
impoitauce of this action on the part of the 
Forte is increased by the certainty that British 
intrigue and influence have furnished the mo- 
tive power to upheave the mass. The French 
newspapers have actually forgotten their solf- 
Testraint, and rail with such bitterness as to 
show how keenly they feel that a great stum- 
liling-bloek has been laid in the very path of 
Gallic oriental interests— laid, too, so sudden- 
ly that it has almost crushed the protruding 
foot which had assumed the seven-leagued 
boot of progress Indiawards. But while the 
irritable French twirl their moustaches and 
blow their noses with twangs that reverberate 
like cannon shot or trumpet clangs, John 
Bull lookB on jollily, rolls his big eyes in his 
fat cheeks, chuckles at his finesse, draws a 
firmer, more enjoy aGle, and deeper draught of 
his XXX, and thinks what mere slops that 
French vin ordinaire must be. 

We have no doubt that this last stitch dropped 
by Louis Napoleon in the web of his policy, 
•will prove the mo3t difficult for him to take 
up on the needles of his destiny. He lias 
planned long and deeply to gain a foothold on 
the Egyptian isthmus; he wanted but the 
foothold ns he thought soon to give him a per- 
manent position, but now be is brought to a 
dead lock. Tbe Freuch Canal Company would 
of course have been a mere passive instrument 
in the hands of the Emperor, and their scheme3 
of colonization and occupation could have 
been carried out, and eventually some claim 
of French citizens would have been established, 
as a pretext for intervention, forcible seizure, 
and securing the key to the East. It would 
Beem as if Louis Napoleon's luck had been 
against bim in this affair. Said Pasha was 
devoted to his interests, and prevented any in- 
terference in his plan, on the part of Turkey 
but the new Pasha Ismail, since bis accession 
to the viceregency of Egypt, has shuffled tbe 
card3 for Great Britain, and stocked its hand 
pretty effectively. The silken cord of the 
entente cordiale between France and England 
has received a pretty severe]wrenching in this 
deep game of diplomatic juggling; its strands 
may untwist and become as brittle as ropes of 
sond. If so, there may bo blows to follow 
words, but for the present we think the war 
will be carried on upon paper, and the puppet 
strings will be pulled very carefully, to see 
how the people like the dance, befjre tbe whole 
programme is developed. There must be 
much diplomatic knocking of cbip3 from 
plenipotentiary shoulders anl much ambassa- 
dorial sparring and saluting before the worst 
comes to the worst. 



tg5~ Some of tbe rebel Editors have the 
habits if not the wisdom of the alden peripa- 
tetic philosophers. We all remember the lo- 
comotive propensities of the Louisville Cou- 
rier, Bowling-Green-Louisville Cjurier, and

location will be conducive to its health.

As our readers may be curious to know 
what the soldiers did to awaken this mingled 
joy and anger in the breasts of the Leaguers, 
we will tell them more particularly, adopting 
the language of an observer on the spot, first 
premising, however, that the soldiers were 
brought- to the meeting at an expense 
to tbe League of several thousand dollars. 
We now quote from the Utica Observer: 
" 'It was a mistake to get the soldiers here,' 
said a prominent Leaguer. Why ? Because 
the soldiers were not abolitionists — were not 
of the political parly which had paid their 
expenses and bad tried to make use of then 1 . 
Karly in the afternoon, the soldiers began to 
'show their hand.' The New York Zouaves 
procured a banner bearing a handsome por- 
trait of MeClellan, and with it they went from 
one stand to another, followed by tbe 3oldiers, 
and at each stand the proceedings were inter- 
rupted while the volunteers gave cheers — 
loud, enthusiastic, and prolonged — for the only 
General of the Army of the Potomac in whom 
they have confidence. 

"The MeClellan banner of the New York 
Zouaves was shaken in the face of Mr. Tre- 
main while he spoke, and his diatribe against 
the Democratic party interrupted by the pat- 
riotic outbursts of the defenders of the flag? 
General Bruce was silenced for a time in the 
same way. A prominent Republican of tbi3 
city attempted to expostulate with the soldiers, 
but they good naturedly hustled him about 
and tore his broadcloth! A negro in the 
crowd was choked by a soldier, and an aboli- 
tionist, who went to his rescue, soon after re- 
treated paler and wiser than the glad-to-escape 
African. The negro was admonished by the 
soldiers that he bad caused enough trouble in 
the country, and was out of place at a political 
gathering, and his abolition sympathizer was 
told tbat himself and such as he were, equally 
with the negro, the cause of the war I 

"When all the speakers had eihausted 
themselves, Mr. H. A. Foster put a motion to 
adjourn, but it was lost. Then Mr. John D. 
Hackett, long known as a prominent Republi- 
can, took tbe stand and said a few words for 
MeClellan, which the soldiers loudly applaud- 
ed. Mr. Foster attacked the speaker, who, in 
turn, backed by the soldiers, gave Mr. Foster 
a dressing from which Mr. F. was only too 
glad to escape by declaring an adjournment 
which tbe assemblage did not sanction, and 
fleeing from the stand. And with this cow- 
ardly retreat did the Loyal League 'demon- 
stration' end. It was fitting and character- 
istic' ' , 

It thus appears that the League was badly 
sold. In taking it for granted tbat the sol- 
diers were abolitionists, the Leaguers reckoned 
without their host, and were compelled to 
stand the reckoning without enjoying the 
feast. Served them right! No wonder Horace 
was mad. The only conceivable reason why 
John was not mad also i3 tbat he in fact is 
but very little of a Leaguer and will probably 
not be "that little long." 



SSaTThe "act for enrolling and calling out tbe 
national forces is leniency itself compared with 
the conscription law of the Confederacy, which 
is enforced in the most hellish spirit of 
unchained demons. It may not be nec- 
ersary to carry out the requirements 
of our Enrolment Law; in some States it 
certainly will not be, and we do not 
learn that there is any probability that it will 
be requisite in our State, unless some unex- 
pected emergency should arise, to meet which 
it is expressly intended. But the Confederate 
conscription includes all white male citizens, 
between the ages of eighteen and fifty-five, 
who are declared to be actually in the service 
as soldiers of the rebel army, and if they do 
not voluntarily come forward, enrol" them- 
selves, and bear arms, they are ti eated as de- 
serters. To enforce this law in our State, 
whenever the rebels obtain temporary power, 
crimes are committed which would disgrac* 
vandals, and barbarities before which the red- 
headed atrocities of savage life seem white 
as snow. Under our act, however, all 
able-bodied male citizens from twenty to 
forty-five years of age are declared subject 
to military duty. Tbe exemptions from 
this service are first, all such as are phy- 
sically or mentally unfit; second, the only 
son of a widow depending upon his labor for 
support; third, the only son of an aged or in- 
firm parent or parents depending upon his 
labor for support; fourth, where there are two 
or more sons of aged or infirm parents subject 
to draft, the father, or, if he be dead, the 
mother, may elect which son shall be exempt; 
fifth, the only brother of children not twelve 
years old, having neiihet father nor mother, 
and dependent upon bis labor for support; 
sixth, the father of motherless children under 
twelve years of age, dependent upon his labor 
for support; and seventh, where there are a 
father and sons in the same family and house- 
hold, and two of them are in the military 
service of the United States as non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, or privates, the 
residue of such family and household, not ex- 
ceeding two, shall be exempt. 

All these tn uiptions.it will be seen, are care- 
fully in favor of the poor and dependent, and 
show no favoritism to wealth, position, or in- 
fluence. No law of the character was ever a 
favorite, mid unless buraan nature changes, 
there is no probability that such legislation 
will ever prove acceptable. But in tbe nation's 
extremity we must be prepared for tbo worst, 
and those who would throw impediments in 
the way of calling out, arming, and disciplin- 
ing ihe militia, may make as many pnltry ex- 
cuses as they can for their conduct, but the 
candid judgment of all truly loyal citizens 
must brand them a3 disloyal.

The Republican thought that the admin- 
istration was the government for the time 
being, acd was, therefore, to be supported in 
its doings, whether one agreed with it or not. 
"I suppose, then," said our friend, "you sup- 
ported Mr. Buchanan when he was in office. ' 
"No, I didn't," said he; "do you think 1 would 
uphold sush an old traitor as he?"

8f5f*The teportel capture of Puebla, its 
occupation by the French under Gen. Forey, 
and the surrender of Ortega with all his army, 
reach us with such minuteness of detail that 
we could not doubt the Dews had it come from 
any other scene of action. These accounts 
were published in an extra of the Diario de la 
Marina of Huvnna upon the arrival of the 
French war steamer Darien from Vera Cruz 
on the 20th ult., and represent that on the 8th 
Gen. Comoiifort, with reinforcements, at- 
tempted to relieve Puebla and force his way 
into it with a convoy of supplies, but was op- 
posed and defeated by the French General 
Bazaine. In tbe meantime, General Forey 
having received his heavy artillery from Vera 
Cruz, had breached the fort of Totimehuacan, 
assaulted the city, and entered it on the 17th, 
capturing Ortega :ind his whole command of 
17,000, with all their artillery and equip- 
ments. It is further stated that this success 
was followed up on the 20th by pushing for- 
ward a division of the French army from 
Puebla for the Mexican capital. Now, while 
there is an apparent consistency in these dates 
and details, we cannot resist sharing the im- 
pression of tbe New York Times that the 
whole affair is an artful and stupendous ca- 
nard, such as we have almost swallowed on 
several previous occasions. The reason for 
this belief is that it is bnt recently that the 
time for holding the elections in France was 
promulgated, and the precise date fixed, which 
was last Sunday and Monday, was not in all 
probability known in Mexico, so tbat it is 
possible that tho capture of Puebla and tbe 
Mexican army is a fabrication for the French 
market on the supposition that it may be in 
season to inflnence the elections. More full 
and definite advices will be awaited with some 
anxiety, to clear up all doubts as to this mat- 
ter. 

There has been a feeling of insecurity and 
distrust pervading our citizens in reference to 
French movements in Mexico, which could 
not have found a lodgement in the American 
heart previous to the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, for up to that unfortunate period the 
international relations of Franca and the 
United States were of the most amicable char- 
acter. Our earliest friend, "at a time when 
frie nds were brothers," and our steadfast ally 
in the revolution, there have been very few 
breezes to ruffle the smooth sea of diplomacy, 
while mutual interests and constantly in- 
creasing commercial intercourse have served 
to knit us together. But cotton has been tbe 
terrible apple of discord thrown across our 
path in the goal of business rivalry, and we 
have now ceased to believe in that general 
feeling of good will towards us which France 
once most undoubtedly experienced. Still it 
may be that we alarm ourselves unnecessarily 
and are idly suspicious. We have the assurance 
of Mr. Seward that Napoleon's movements 
in Mexico do cot contemplate anything inimi- 
cal to our interests, and although there have 
been publications from semi-official French 
sources which seem to indicate an unfriendly 
policy, there have certainly, we must in all 
candor admit, been no direct outgoings from 
the Tuilleties to support such an opinion. 
Under all these circumstances it may perhaps 
be well to suspend our verdict until events 
show more definitely what the ultimate de- 
signs of France may be. The New York 
World, in reference to this subject, thinks it 
simply decorous to a sovereign, whom it be- 
comes ns in all reasonable particulars to treat 
as an ally and friend, that be should not be 
hastily taken to be a remorseless and design, 
irjg enemy of the Union, tor the preservation 
of which he has so often expressed the most 
cordial anxiety, and that it will be time 
enough for the public opinion of America to 
pronoutce a definite judgment upon the mo- 
tives of Louis Napoleon's intervention in Mex- 
ico, when circumstances shall make the dis- 
tinct development of these motives practicable. 
That moment is perhaps now at hand, for the 
occupation of Mexico by his army will reveal, 
in an authentic form, alike the intentions of 
France and the duty of America ia regard to 
the present and future of Mexico.

Short Scpplt of Coal. — The Cincinna i 
.papers are again referrinj; to the very limited 
supply of coal in that city, which is totally 
inndequate to the wants of the community. 
AVe apprehend that the Bame trouble will be 
expressed evtrywhere in the Valley of the 
Ohio and Mississippi, as the cause of the 
scarcity is traceable to the demands of the 
Government not only for coal, but for the 
meats of conveying it to market. Barges and 
tugs were presfed into service and taken 
South to such an extent that it was found 
impossible to replace them, and, consequently, 
while the river was up the run of coal was 
light. Now the stage of water is low, and 
■whatever might be the facilities for moving 
supplies as regards boats, coal is not obtaina- 
ble, and, unless there is a riso in the river, 
there is no hope of adequate relief from the 
sources upon which our city is mainly depend- 
ent for a supply of fuel. The failure of the 
coal supply at this time will no; fall as heav- 
ily upon the people directly as at other periods 
of the year, but there is, nevertheless, danger 
of distress from the stoppage of manufacturing 
establishments. In view of this, the Gazette 
thinks it important that the City Council 
should inquire into the matter, ascertain the 
quantity of coal on hand, and the extent to 
which supplies can be obtained by railroad. 
In the last gieal coal famine supplies were 
obtained by Cincinnati from the line of tho 
*tta road at a cost of twenty-four cents 
per buihtl. On Wednesday eighty thousand 
bushels Youghiogheny coal in yard at Cincin- 
nati sold at twenty-five cents, and the retail 
price advanced to forty cents. 

Seme steps should also betaken in our city 
to avoid the coal famine which must evidently 
come upon us, if we do not imitate the pru- 
dence of the Egyptian Joseph and lay in a 
supply in season, or be prepared to run it down 
with the first rise of water in the autumn 
We tope it will not be many weeks before 
General Grant will be able to detach numbers 
of the barges and tugs from the Government 
service, so that they may find their way up the 
liver as soon as its stage will permit their 
ascent. If the retail price of coal has risen in 
Cincinnati to fifty cents a bushel, it will not 
be long before our dealers will put the figures 
up here. Let timely precautions be taken to 
prevtnt us from being literally "left out in the 
cold" next Winter. 



The Accidint. — The work of removing the 
ruins of the wreck progresses, and in a day or 
two more all will be clear. No more dead 
bodies have been discovered. As tho men 
■were all at work below at the time theaccidont 
occuned, there is scarcely a probability that 
any one was injured, except on the first floo^ 
The second story, up to dark last evening, -was 
aliccst entirely removed, and to-day the first 
will be taken out, together with the pile3 of 
sacked'grain which lie, in the mcst irregular 
confusion, in great heaps. So by to-night, if 
there are any more dead bodies, it is almost cer. 
tain they will be discovered. It is truly un- 
fortunate that the wreck and grain could not 
Lave been moved earlier, but we are disposed 
to believe that the best has been done that 
could have been. It is no small undertaking 
to remove the fallen timbers and bricks of the 
fated building, situated as it is, in a place 
where only a few men can be employed, and 
thoso to a very poor advantage. It is to be 
ho;*d that the accounts of the accident have 
been greatly exaggerated, and that no more 
bodies lie ctushed under the prostrate ware- 
house; but we are fearful that the whole story 
of the loss of life has not been half told.

Director's cflice will partially explain a cir 
cumstance upon which we deemed it our duty 
to comment. We are not satisfied, however, 
with the apology that soldiers needing hospi- 
tal accommodations arrived in Chicago "at 
an unexpected hour," and therefore "prepara- 
tion had not been made to convey them to 
hospitals immediately upon their arrival." 
We are aware of the untiring energy which 
our army surgeons devote to their humane 
efforts to relieve the suffering, and we know 
the rapid and fearful accumulation of their 
responsibilities, but we can hardly imagine a 
conceivable ca6e in these days of telegraphic 
communication where a detachment of iavj- 
) id soldiers could not be preannounced befoie 
they reached their destination. There should 
bo no such thing as vnpreparedness ; it is a 
word that should be scouted from the medic.U 
vocabulary as inhumane and unprofessional. 
Ambulances, nurse?, pallets, &c, should al- 
ways be ready, like the menage of Branksome 
Hall, night and day. But we give Dr. Head's 
note wish great pleasure, and at the same time 
desire to say that we had no idea of casting 
any reflection upon the management of h s 
office in this city, which is conducted with 
great precision and energy :

£S9T A correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette, writing from Somerset to that paper, 
cays there is but little transpiring of greater 
dignity '.ban small reconnoissances and picket 
capturing on one side, and retaliations on the 
other. The rebels in two raids captured a 
number of Wolibrd's men (18) and about 40 
horses.

We are 
nightly expecting the rebels will attempt to 
return the compliment. John Morgan has 
witdrawn, and, amid the many rumors of his 
locality, nothing is certain. Nothing has 
transpired to indicate any offensive movement 
on the part of the rebels toward Kentucky, 
end it is much more than probable that their 
fears and anxiety arc more exercised in view 
of an advance into Tennessee on our part than 
with any plan of invasion on theirs.

We are told that nearly all the men in 
Gen. Sherman's army who went up the Yazoo 
were affectedj'by the water, and many who 
have returned are yet suffering from the 
disease contracted on that expedition. The 
river is properly named.

Murray, of company K, Fifty- 
eighth Indiana Volunteers, has been tried by 
a court-martial for desertion in the face of the 
enemy, found guilty, and sentenced to forfeit 
all pay, and to be confined in prison at hard 
labor for the remainder of his term. 

IgyThree men, Wm. Shaw, John A. John- 
son, and A. P. Griffith, were yesterday brought 
out of the Military Prison, and released from 
further imprisonment on giving three thou- 
sand dollars bond, each, and taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States. 



tfiTThe Indianapoiis Journal of yesterd iy 
has the following: 

The balance of 4,400 rebel prisoners arrived 
here about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
were marched to Camp Morton. About 3 
o'clock a train of three passenger cars arrived 
from Cairo with 105 rebel officers on board. 
They were all taken out and placed in the 
Soldiers' Home for safe keeping. They will 
be sent to Johnson's Isknd. near Sandusky 
City, Ohio, this morning. These ofli 'ers are 
composed of all grade.', from Colonel down to 
Third Lieutenant. There are three Colonels 
and a few other field officers. 

We learn from one of the guards that as the 
train was running olonfr at its usual speed, in 
some part of Illinois, during Tuesday night, 
one of the officers of high rank jumped out of 
an open window, and seemed to light stfely 
upon the ground, and wns seen to take to the 
woods in double-quick time. He is said to 
have formerly resided in Illinois, where he 
still has a family, whom it is supposed he has 
gone to visit.

A most romantic affair, in the shape of a 
marriage, toek place at the Falls this morning. 
A jonng lady of St. Louis and a gentleman 
from the capital were united in the silken 
bonds of Hymen, upon Luna Island, at high 
noon of this day. In a recess of the glen, tne 
bridal party sought to sequester itself, but 
there were curious eyes to see. The Metho- 
dist minister of the village carried the mar- 
riage certificate quite too conspicuously to 
escape observation, and the stealthy looks of 
the bride and groom invited observation.

Tho rebel cavalry attacked our pickets to- 
day alonpr the whole line. Two rebel regi- 
ments attacked the pickets of Gen. Davis's di- 
vision, on the west fork of Stone river, near 
the Shelbyvil'e pike. The rebels were com- 
pelled to give way, and were followed by our 
cavalry for rcveral miles, skirmishing all the 
way. Our loss is one mxa killed. The rebel 
loss is not known. 

Cannonading has been distinctly heard in 
camp all tbe afternoon. Heavy reconnoie- 
sai.ces have been pushed out on all the roads 
to tbe front. 

A fight was progressing at Franklin when 
ttkgradhic communication was cut off. The 
r.fult is not known. D. 

Washington, Jnne 4. 

A telegram was received to-night extracted 
from the Richmond Sentinel of June 3d, a3 
lollows: 

Jackson, June 1 — Gen. Grant demanded the 
surrender of Vicktbtirg ou Thursday, giving 
three deys to Gen. Pemberton to consider the 
d' mand. Gen. l'cmberton replied that he 
did not want fifteen minute?, nnd the Uoods 
wot Id die in the trenches before they would 
surrender. 

The enemy's gunboats firo heavy shot at 
the city. Port Hudson U invested. TheGen- 
eral forwarding this despatch to the Govern- 
ment adds that ihere is nothing in the Rich- 
mond Knquircr of the 1th. 

Despatches have been received directly from 
Gen. Grant's army of dates respectively of the 
28th, •..•th. 30tb, and .'list, and while they men- 
tion the progress of the siege, they say nothing 
of any assault on the 21st aud 22d, nor of any 
battle since the 25th, which lan was not very 
heavy. 

Our troops are officially represented in good 
lealth and spirits. Up to tbe 31st of May the 
siege ot Vicksburg was progressing with 
reasonable satisfaction. There was not then 
any immediate pressure on Gen. Grant's rear, 
anil Gen. Banks hud Port Hudson invested. 

Nkw York, June 4. 

A meeting of the editors of the press of this 
c'ly is calied ftrthe 8th inst. to cjnsider the 
Suljcct of Ihe nature, extent, and rightful 
limitations, if any, of the Lberty of public 
journalists to criticise the acts of those charged 
with the conduct of the Government in time 
ot war and civil convulsion.

Having had the assurance that there wa3 no 
darger of her blowing up, I went near enough 
to ihe burning shiji to lead our hosj on boird, 
1 at all efforts to suppress the flames were un- 
availing, and by sunset the famous Confeder 
ate ship Cuba had stink beneath the waves of 
the Gulf, In latitude 29:47, longitude 87 :40. It is 
estimated upon reliable auihority that the 
cargo was worth in Havana nearly $400,000, 
auri if landed in Alabama would have been 
woith $1,200,000, I have her of'icer3 and 
crew on board, and shall deliver them to the 
authorities ot Key West.

General Wild, who came here recently to 
organize an African brigade, is meeting with 
very gocd success. Gen. Foster considers this 
a splendid field for black troops to operate, 
and would like as many regiments a3 the 
North can send him. 

All of cur troops, sixty in number, that 
were missing in the Gum Swamp engagement, 
have returned lo camp.

Muitf bkssboro, June 4. 

The ribds have biea leconuoitering in our 
front yesitrday. Wheeler appeared at Man- 
chester, aud this morning on the Shclbyville 
read. Brisk skirmishing has been kept up all 
day. The 2d Indiana cavalry, on picket duty, 
was fir.t attacked. Tbe3Uth Indiana, Colonel 
Harrison, aud a brigade of Davis's division 
went to their assKtance. The rebels were 
driven abr.ut a mile. Our loss was only one 
killed and several killed. 

The 4th United States cavalry was engaged 
some time on the Middletown road oni lost 
seven inkilled'and wounded.

Gen. Gianger telegraphs that Col. Baird, of 
the 85ih Indiana, in commaad at Franklin, 
was attacked by rebel cavalry. At the latest 
dates Uaitd wa3 still fighting, wilh some pros- 
pect of capturing the enemy vV ■ hear of no 
rebel infantry being engaged. Their cavalry 
is engaged iu reconnoitreing along tbe whole 
line. 

Chicago, Jim? 4. 
The National Convention of the Youn< 
Men's tnristian Association convene 1 in th a 
city to-dav, Isaac S. Smith, of St. Louis, tem- 
porary Chairman. Delegates were preseut 
from all the Northern States and two from 
England. After the election of George H. 
Stuart, of Philadelphia, President aud the 
appointment of several committees, the Con- 
vention adjourned until to-morrow. 

A large and enthusiastic meeting was held 
in'lhe Court-house square U-nigltt, and was 
a idres't d by Senators Trumbull aud Doolittle, 
and P.eprcsentalives Arnold, Kellogg, anu 
other prominent gentlemen. 

The Times l aving issued their paper this 
morning, the military took possession of th» 
office and remained uutil evening, wheu a 
telegram was received by the proprietors from 
Gcu.

AFFAIRS IN EASTERN KENTUCKY. 

Ibvini, Ky., June 2, 1863. 
I have just returned from a trip to the coun- 
ties above here, and I took occasion to visit 
the camp at Proctor, tlwsley county, Lieut. 
Col. Hero, of the 14th Kentucky cavalry, in 
command, and I must say I was much pleased 
and gratified to find Col. Herd and his com- 
mand in good health and spirits. I never ob- 
served better order or regulations about any 
tamp, and the men are much pleased with 
their commander, and do their duties with 
alacrity and cheerfulness. Col. Herd has - 
entire control of his men; there is no depre- 
dation committed on citizens, and the com- 
munity are all pleased that there is a man in 
command who does his duty faithfully, while 
at the Fame time he protects the inhabitants. 

Col. Herd early volunteered in the service of 
bis country. He was 1st Lieutenant in com- 
pany D, 3d Kentucky Infantry, under Col.T. T. 
Garrard, and did good service in the memora- 
ble battle of Wildcat, and he is now actively 
engaged in driving the roving bands of guer- 
illas out of tbemountains, and in fact at this 
time tbe people are engaged in cultivating their 
farms, without fear of being molested, in tho 
fame neighborhood where a few weeks ago a 
Union man was afraid almost to be seen. 

Major Eyersole, of the same command, 
seems untiring in his zeal and energy. He hes 
just returned from a successful scout into Perry 
county, where he captured a number of rebels 
from Marshall's command. 

Colonel Lilly, commanding at this po3t, la un- 
tiring in bringing in sinners. He baptizes them 
anew in the true faith of maintaining the Con- 
stitution and lawsof the United States. And, 
while speaking of Colonel Lilly, we canno*. 
but observe Ihe improvement in the 14th Ken- 
tucky cavalry, under his strict and determin- 
ed discipline, and the good order and regular 
routine of military duties daily enforced 
speaks well for the Commander of the 14th. 
The men are in gcoi fighting condition, and 
there is no better material in any regiment than 
there is in ihe 14th Kentucky cavalrv, which 
will be proven if ever opportunity offers. 

The officers and men of the 14th Kentucky 
cavalry are nearly or quite all mountain men. 
They know all the paths and passes through 
the whole mountain region, and the regiment 
is well adapted to the service in which they 
are now engaged, and the true Union men de- 
sire that Ihej be permitted to remain amongst 
them and they will have no fears of rebels.

Thh Antecedents of Col. Gitu«t3ox.— 
The Cincinnati Commercial ssvjsof this gal- 
lant officer: "Col. Uiicrson, who Ins made his 
name historic by his magn iricent sweep through 
the entire length of the State of Mississippi, 
was familiarly known in Northern Ohio as 
Ben. Grierson. * Some ten or fifteen years ago 
he resided at Youngstown, Mahoning county. 
He waea marvellous musician, and per'ormed 
more extraordinary passages and brought 
sweeter nolo from his favorite clarionet than 
any other mu.-ician, amateur or professional, 
we have ever known. He gave instructions 
to bands, and was accomplished in all kinds 
of string and wind instrumenU. Grierson has 
indomitable perseverance, and aceomplishsd a 
great deal in a brief space of time. We re- 
member him as a thin-faced, less than medium 
Sized man, w th dark brown hair, clear, lull, 
blue eye, and a nose that Mozart himself 
would have envied. Measured by Napoleon's 
rule, his nose indicated the soundest judgmant 
and prodigious military genius, and he seems 
to have given evid»nce of it in his masterly 
raid from Lagrange, Tennessee, to Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana." 

The Pcrscit of thb Pkivathirs.— A let- 
ter from the United States steamer Alabama, 
dated St. Pi;rre, Martinique, May 2, says: 
"The report of the blockade of tho rebel steamer 
Alabama, in a bay on the other side of this 
island, by the United States steamer Alabama 
and Oneida, is untrue. It arose from a report 
that the rebel was coaling in Galcon bay, and 
from the fact of our having gone over there to 
loek after her. We found she was not there, 
and never had been. But as we did not re- 
turn as soon as was expected, it was taken for 
granted that we had found the rebel, and were 
detained in blockading her. The Vanderbilt, 
with Admiral Wilkes on board, and the Onei- 
da, Captain Allen, left here this afternoon, 
each steering on opposite course. The Wachu- 
sctt and General Banks are at St. Thomas." 



Tragedy u LivisasToir County, Missocm. 
A distressing tragedy, resulting in the death 
of John Sneed and his sister, Mr3. McWil- 
liams, tcok place at the house of John Mc Wil- 
liams, in Jackson township, Livingston coun- 
ty, Missouri, last Saturday. McWilliams killed 
his own wife and her brother. His statement 
of the transaction, on surrendering himself to 
the authorities, is. that in a quarrel Sneed at- 
tempted to take his life with an axe, and he, 
in self defence, fired at him five times with a 
Tevolver, three shots taking elfecf. During 
the firing his wife ran between them, and re- 
ceived a ball in the forehead just above the 
eye. Both were killed on the spot. 

The Fbi'it Prospect. — "There is no evil 
that is tot followed by some good,'' is an old 
adage, and a true one. While we have all 
been grumbling about the cold, backward 
spring, it has been working out blessings for 
us. It has greatly benefited the winter wheat 
crcp; and, too, it has, we doubt not, secured 
for us a fru't crop by retarding its early blos- 
soming and development until, because of the 
lateness of the seofon, the danger of i's being 
destroyed by frosts is almost if not entirely 
passed. The indications now are that the fruit 
yield will be bountiful. 



Cumberland Prksbyteriam CiifRcn. — The 
following is the report of a Special Committee 
cn a Mc modal from Ihe Ohio Synod, adopted 
by the General Assembly of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church at its session in Alton, 
111 , on the 'J7lh nit. It was handed us by Ur- 
ban E. Kennedy, Esq., the late member of the 
Kentucky Legislature from Todd county, who 
was a delegate to that body, and has just reach- 
ed our eity on bis retum to his home: 

Your Spec'al Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the Memorial from the Synod of Ohio, 
touching the Morality of Political Secession, 
snd the institution of American Slavery, h ive 
had the subject assigned them under prayerful, 
protracted, and- patient investigation, and in 
answer to the Memorial before U3, and, also, 
in order to present a paper that will embody a 
Deliverance from the General Assembly, 
touching these subjects, we submit the follow- 
ing preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, this General Assembly of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America cannot conceal 
from itself the lamentable truth that the very 
existence of our church and Dation is endan- 
gered by a gigantic rebellion against the 
rightful authority of the General Government 
of the United States, which rebellion has 
plunged the nation into the most dreadful 
civil war; and 

Whereas, the Church is the Light of the 
World, and cannot withhold her testimony 
upon great mora! and religious questions, and 
upon measures so deeply affecting the great 
interests of Christian civilization, without 
becoming justly chargeable with the sin of 
hjdiDg her light under a bushel; therefore 

Resolved, That loyalty and obedience to the 
General Government, in the exercise of its 
legitimate authority, are the imperative Chris- 
tian duties cf every citizen; and that treason 
end rebellion are not mere political offences 
of one section against another, but heinous 
sins Rgamst God and his authority. 

Resolved, That the interests of onr common 
Christianity, and the cause of Christian civili- 
zation and national freedom throughout the 
world, impel us to hope and pray God (in 
whom is all our trust) that this unnatural re- 
bellion may be put dawn, and the rightful 
authority of the General Government re- 
established and maintained. 

Resolved, That we deeply sympathize with 
our fellow-countrymen and brethren who, in 
the midst of great temptation and sufferings, 
have stood firm in their devotion to God and 
their country; and, also, with those who have 
been driven, contrary to their judgment und 
withes, into the ranks of the rebellion. 

Resolved, That, in this time of trial and dark- 
ness, we re-endorse the preamble and resolu- 
tion adopted by the General Assembly of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church, at Clark-:- 
ville, Tenn., on the 24th day of May, 1850, 
■which are as follows: 

' Whereas, in the opinion of this General 
Assembly, the preservation of the Union of 
these States is ejsential to the civil and reli- 
gious liberty of the people: And it is regard- 
ed as proper and commendable in the Church, 
and more particularly in the branch which we 
represent (it having Dad its origin within the 
limits of the United States of America, and 
that soon after the blood of our revolutionary 
fathers had ceased to flow, in that unequal 
contest, through which they were successfully 
conducted by the strong arm of Jehovah), to 
express its devotion, on all suitable occasions, 
t) the Government of their choice— Therefore, 

Rcsvlvtd, That this General Assembly look 
with censors snd disapprobation upon at- 
tempts from any quarter to dissolve this Union, 
and wonld regard the success of any such 
movement as exceedingly haztrdou3 to the 
cause of religion, as well as civil liberty. And 
this General Assembly would strongly recom- 
mend to all Christians to make it a subject of 
prayer to Almighty God, to avert from our 
beloved country a catastrophe so direful and 
disastrous. 

On the subject of American slavery, your 
committee submit. that we should not view it 
as if it were about to be introduced, but as 
already in existence We do not hesitate to 
declare that the introduction of slavery was 
an enormous crime— surpassed by few crimes 
that have disgraced the history or Ihn world- 
and ttat there are at present great evils con- 
nected with it, and that we believe will more 
•or less be connected with it while it exists. 
As to the remedy for these, the greatest and 
test minds of our country and the world have 
greatly differed and been much perplexed, 
therefore we would recommend to those who, 
in the providence of God, have been placed in 
connection with this institution, to continue 
in prayer, fully to study the Word of God, to 
determine their duty in regard to their s!ave3 
and slavery; and to those who are not thus 
situated, that they exercise forbearance to- 
wards their brethren who are connected with 
slavery. As the agitation of thi3 subject at 
the present time, in thnt part of the Church 
where slavery does not exist, cannot result in 
any good either to the master or slave. Touch- 
ing the sulject of American slavery a3 set 
forth in the memorial before us, your commit- 
tee are not prepared to make the simple hold- 
ing of slaves a te3t of church membership, as 
tbey understand the memorial betore them to 
propose. 

Lesolvtd, That we disavow any connection 
with or sympathy for the extreme measures 
of ultra abolitionisti, whose efforts, as webj- 
licve, have Imen and are now aimed at the 
destiuction of our civil government in order 
to abolish slavery. The committee would say 
in conclusion, that the report herein submit- 
ted is agreed upon as a compromise measure to 
unite the whole energies of our beloved 
church.and harmonize all our intere3t in the fu- 
ture, and to bind the entire membership of our 
church, it possible, in close bonds of Christian- 
ity and fellowship.

Gi.STi.KMFx: A correspondent of the Dem- 
ocrat, in a letter dated May 23d, 1868, pro- 
poses to give to the people of the 4th Gon- 
grt ssional district "a few more facts and in- 
cidents about the Lebanon caucus," as he 
called it. After calling quite a number of 
hard names and using an over abundance of 
adjectives, and misrepresenting the convention 
generally, be comes to the conclusion that a 
gentleman who would run in opposition to 
the nominee of such a convention deserves 
the everlasting gratitude of tho people. 

Strange, however, that the pet candidate of 
tho letter-writer (and all other secessionists), 
Capt Heady, was the first man to announce 
him»elf subject to the convention, ne says 
he announced himself in good faith, but 
we suppose that after the Captain found 
out (bat the people wanted another niai his 
faith was not quite so strong and he con- 
cluded to bolt the convention and appeal to 
the people.

Now suppose, Capt. Heady, the 
President will not withdraw hi3 proclamation 
and will not turn the negroes out of the army, 
and under the existing law he makes another 
call for men for the service and calls upon 
Kentucky for her quota. Under the law ni it 
stands we will be compelled to obey.

Will you if you are elected to Congress 
refuse to vote money to pay the soldiers? Men 
from your own district and county will doubt- 
less be called upon to assist in putting down 
this wicked rebellion. Will you withhold their 
pay from them while they are battling in the 
sacred cause of the Union, unless tho Presi- 
dent will do as you direct him? All Ken- 
tuck ians are opposed to the present policy of 
the administration, and none oppose it more 
earnestly than Mr. Harding; but will you 
force the aimy to abandon the field and leave 
the nation at the mercy of the vile and wicked 
traitors of the South because the President 
will not do what you think to be right?

Frankfort, June 1, 1863. J 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

I address you these few lines for the purpose 
of informing you that we appreciate your val- 
uable and widely circulated newspaper, an I 
watch the coming of every train from Louis- 
ville wiih deep interest. It would do you good 
if you could see how it is gobbled up by both 
citizens and soldiers. Nothing is considered 
creditable or reliable scarcely unless It comes 
in the columns of the Louisville Journal, and 
frcm reading it we have almost come to the 
same conclusion. Your editorials are read 
w ith deep interest, and I trust that your very 
valuable paper may continue to increase in its 
circulation and subscription until you will be 
compelled to enlarge your building ani add 
more machinery so as to enable you to meet 
the thirsty demand for such an able supporter 
end upholder of tbis glorious Uuiorc. It strikes 
me very forcibly that every loyal m in, in Ken- 
tucky at least, should support the Louisville 
Jourr-al. We have often heard of the Journal 
when at home, prior to tbis rebellion, and the 
name of Geo. D. Prentice is just as familiar to 
almost every school boy in Baltimore as it is to 
myself. 

I suppose you are well awire that we were 
ordered here a? a provost guard for Paris and 
Frankfort one month ago to-day. Our regi- 
ment numbers a trifle over 300 at present out 
of 950 which we mustered when leaving Bal- 
timore. We wiil have seen two years' service 
the 18th day of this month, and have therefore 
seen a little of this rebellion. Our regiment 
has ported through five hotly contested bat- 
tles. Although reduced in numbers we still 
claim an existence in the Union army, and 
can be found when wanted, here or elsewhere. 
We have pledged ourselves never to disgrace 
the Stale we represent in any respact, and we 
shall never forget the lOlh of April, which 
burns fresh within our memories. We have 
cone our utmost to wipe that blot from the 
records to save the character of our State, 
which the rebels did all within their power to 
destroy. We did considerable marching in 
North Carolina and Virginia, but hive never 
met with a more warm-hearted, whole-souled, 
benevolent set of people than Kentucky con- 
tains, and Frankfort in particular; and I tru>t 
that our intercourse, public and private, with 
the citizens here will continue to be as agreea- 
ble as it has been, until duty shall call in 
from their midst to meet and repel an invad- 
ing foe, which it will afford us pleasure to as- 
sist in driving from the soil of Kentucky. I 
hope that when this reaches you we may hear 
the capture of Vicksburg by Grant confirmed 
in an official despatch. Our forces have met 
with a stubborn resistance in their onward 
march, but the sight of the star3 and stripes 
around which cluster the memory of Washing- 
ton, Clay, Webster, and many others beside, to- 
gether with the hope and future prospects of 
our country, inspires every Union soldier with 
vigor and determination, and puts the rebels 
to flight. Wo have the pleasure of seoing 
very often odb of Kentucky's son3, the vener- 
able John J. Crittenden, a patriot aud states- 
man whom you may well be proud of, and I 
hope he may outlive this rebellion, and live to 
enjoy many years to come and be as useful to 
the government in the future as he has been 
in the past. General BurnBide, the hero aad 
soldier, ha3 changed his Headquarters from 
Cincinnati to Nicholasville, Ky. He has his 
eye upon Cumberland Gap and all that sec- 
tion of the State, where it is rumored the half 
starved rebels are threatening to penetrate. 
We exter.d the invitation to them to come on 
and plunder the rich and fertile soil of Ken- 
tueky, and if our old 0th army corps does not 
smoke them it is because we have not got the 
powder to do it with, and I can assure you 
we have plenty slot, shell, grape (very sour), 
and canister neatly put up. We will give 
the m plenty and charge them, to make sure, 
with theb&ycuet. The weatheratpre3 nt is ve- 
ry agreeable. We had quite a nice little show- 
er firm the 20th to the 31st, and the country 
needed it very bad. The residents of this vi- 
cinity count on having a very fine crop this 
season.
